1. Drain the o ld anti-freeze fro m the car as so o n as co ld 
weather is past. Rust pro tectio n ingredients in the so lutio n 
are used up by summer driv ing, and the anti-freeze itself 
o ften is lo st by leakage o r by o v er-filling the radiato r with 
water. 
2. Discard all anti-freeze that is bro wn o r rusty unless, 
after standing, it clears up practically water-white o r retains 
so me o f its o riginal co lo r 
There is little v alue in sav ing 
anti-freeze that, when tested, pro v es badly diluted o r weak­ 
ened. 
3 . Sto re sav ed so lutio n in sealed and labeled glass o r 
earthen co ntainers. Thin steel cans o ften rust thro ugh fro m 
the o utside. 
4. If fresh anti-freeze has to be added in the fall to bring 
the so lutio n up to full pro tectiv e strength, be sure that this 
new anti-freeze is o f the same brand as the sav ed so lutio n. 
5 . Anti-freeze so lutio n used mo re than o ne winter 
sho uld be frequently tested and inspected during use, and 
when it beco mes bro wn o r rusty in the radiato r and do es no t 
clear up o n standing, it sho uld be discarded immediately 
ev en tho ugh a satisfacto ry test can be o btained o n freezing 
pro tectio n. 
By o bserv ing these rules, a car o wner can be assured, the ex perts 
co nclude, o f a minimum o f tro uble fro m co rro sio n, freezing damage 
rust fo rmatio n, radiato r clo gging and o v erheating difficulties.
